The normal duties of the Vice-President will be to 
work closely with the Secretary/Treasurer, and they, through the membership as a whole, will work to secure as 
many new members as possible. He/She shall also execute any other duties imposed upon him/her at the time of 


his/her election. 


Article 3 - Secretary/Treasurer 


The Secretary/Treasurer shall conduct all correspondence and act as managmgtjtfector of this organizatii 
He/She shall keep the minutes of all meetings and have charge of the boo^arta paper^agperiainlngVo his/her 
office. He/She shall collect and receive all monies due this organization^tcypay all bills undertaken by it and 
keep a correct account of all transactions in the books provided for that purpose. He'She shall be prepared to 
make a report at each general meeting of all his/her receipts and disbursements with a statement as to the 
amount of cash on hand at that time. He/She shall be the custodian of all of this organization’s records 
pertaining to American Game Bantams. He/She shall send a copy of the Constitution and By-Laws to all new 
members upon their joining. His/Hc nooks and papers shall be open at all times for inspection by the Board of 
Directors. He/She shall surrender all files, monies and other property of this organization to the Board of 
Directors at the expiration of his/her term of office.

In the 
event of a favorable vote by the Board of Directors, the Secretary/Treasurer will put the matter to a vote of the 
membership by a mail ballot. A majority vote of the members voting will be required for the adoption of an 
amendment or alteration to this Constitution and By-Laws. The amendment favorably enacted will be made 
effective immediately and will go out in a supplement to this Constitution and By-Laws to every member.

Thank you for your letter regarding poultry judges at the Pennsylvania Farm Show. 

We agree there are many qualified judges, both inside and outside Pennsylvania. It is the objective 
of the Farm Show Commission to engage the most qualified j.'dges that circumstances will allow. 

In many departi cents, only out-of-state judges are hired because all of the highly qualified judges 
are exhibitors, or the exhibitors as a group do not wish to be judged by their fellow Pennsylvanians. 
In other departments, in-state judges are available and acceptable. All things being equal, in the 
interest of fairness, we engage out-of-state judges living within a reasonable distance of 
Pennsylvania. In the Poultry Department, we use both, as many qualified Pennsylvania judges are 
exhibitors and others do not wish to judge the birds that they have become familiar with throughout 
the year. 

Each year the Poultry Department chairmen assemble a list of prospective judges from suggestions 
submitted by the exhibitors and others. The Farm Show Commission approves these suggestions 
and management contacts the prospective judges. 

If you have particular suggestions for the 2003 Pennsylvania Farm Show, please forward them to 
Dr. Paul H. Patterson, Associate Professor of Poultry Science, 223 Henning Building, University 
Park, PA 16802 and Dr. Michael R. Hulet, Associate Professor of Poultry Science, 222 Henning 
Building, University Park, PA 16802.

MAX STACY 

This quarters featured member is Max Stacy. This man lays down a beauti¬ 
ful string of Rock Bantams in several varieties. It's one thing to breed white's, 
but Max takes on Columbians, Silver Penciled, Partridge, Buff, Barred, and sev¬ 
eral others. I have a great deal of respect for someone who breeds such high 
quality birds in several parti-colored varieties. Thank you Max for taking the 
time to send in your questionnaire and pictures not to mention being a great 



Q. Where did you get your start in 
Plymouth Rocks? 

When I was seven years old (1944), 
my great aunt bought me a trio of ban¬ 
tams (barnyard, produced all colors). I 
have had chickens ever since from 
Cochins (black, white, and buff) to 
barnyard standards (White, Buff Rocks, 
New Hampshires and Rhode Island 
Reds). When I was a kid, it was my 
job to take care of the chickens. 

I started showing chickens at the 
Hancock County Fair in 1948 (still have 
some blue ribbons dated then). I had 
a champion White Rock standard cock¬ 
erel and was pictured in the local 
newspaper (Republican Courier) with 
my chicken. 

Q. Who were your early influences 
and mentors? 

In 1988, I retired from Eastman 


Kodak after 33 years and got serious 
about raising good show birds. 

Larry Hancock was the main person 
who helped me get started. There are 
a lot of people that have helped me 
through the years. I jotted down some 
names of people and the varieties they 
raise and came up with over 16 per¬ 
sons. I would like to thank everyone 
who gave me help over the years. 

Q. How many varieties do yo keep 
and how many do you raise of each? 

I started with Barreds from Larry 
and I soon got started in other vari¬ 
eties, Barred, Black, Blue, Buff, Buff 
Columbian, Columbian, Partridge, 
Silver Penciled, Splash and White. I 
also have S.C. Rhode Island Reds and 
New Hampshires. I am not sure if I 
can do justice to that many varieties, 
but I enjoy them all and that's what is 
important. 

Q. How do you raise your birds (pen 
size, brooding information, etc.)? 

I raise around 300 birds per year, 
but that’s not many with all the vari¬ 
eties and breeds that I have. 

I start the birds ina cardboard box 
(large napkin boxes my wife get at the 
University of Findlay were she has 
been a secretary In food service for 28 
years). I use a two-socket bulbholder 
with a 40 and 60 watt bulb. 





As they grow,! cut a hole in the side 
to let them roam in a 4’ x 5" pen (20 
to 30 chicks in a batch). I like to sep¬ 
arate the pullets and cockerels 
around three months. In nice weath¬ 
er, I let them out on grass. The 
chicken house is a 14’ x 40' with a 4' 
center aisle and 10 pens (4’ x S’) on 
each side. 

Q. What faults do you see in the 
showroom that bothers you most? 

It bothers me that people do not 
stay out of the aisle when birds are 
being judged (including me), and that 
birds are not kept watered. 

Q. What can be done to correct 
these faults? 

People need to be aware where 
the judges are working and give them 
space. 

For myself, I water when I put my 
birds in the pens and feed alter they 
are judged. 
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Q. What are important points to 
watch in the breeding pens? 

The first think I look for is a good 
comb (head). Second is good wing 
carnage and type will follow. In col¬ 
ored birds, I study the American 
Standard of Perfection. I think It's 
important to use the best male and 
female you have if it’s only one pair. 

I can get all the birds I need from 
one pair. 

Q. What do you enjoy most about 
breeding and exhibiting Plymouth 
Rocks? 

When the young females just start 
to lay is when they are at their best. 

That’s when I get excited about 
showing them and hope they prove 
worthy to be on champion row. 

I enjoy talking to all the people at 
the show, sharing thoughts on rais¬ 
ing chickens, watching my birds 
being Judged, eating out and fellow¬ 
shipping.

SECRETARY’S MESSAGE

The transition between Dave and I 
Is still in progress. V\fe haven't trans¬ 
ferred the bulk materials yet. Dave is 
still in the process of closing the 2000 
books and completing the final 2000 
points for the Exhibitors of the Year. 
All reports that count for the 2000 
points were to be to him by August 1. 
As Dave said in his article in the last 
newsletter, there were a number of 
state, district, and regional reports 
not returned or there were none 
placed. Directors, please, please, 
make sure you assign s‘ate and dis¬ 
trict meets in your district. I know of 
one district meet we showed at in 
2000 that the report was, or had not, 
been returned yet - 8 months after 
the show. This Is a constant prob¬ 
lem. Not only this, but incomplete 
show reports. Directors, you need to 
circle the type of meet you are 
assigning a show on the show report 
when you send It out. I have 
received show reports with no type of 
meet circled. This could be very 
costly in points our members receive. 
Then whomever returns the show 


report. Often the BB is not filled in. 
How costly is this? For example, John 
Doe wins BV in barred bantams in a 
class of 20. Say this was a state 
meet. That would be 20 points. 
Suppose the barred was BB in a class 
of 100 Rocks. The person that com¬ 
peted the show report did not com¬ 
plete the BB section. This bird would 
lose 80 points because of the incom¬ 
plete form. This is a huge loss and 
unfair to the owner of the bird. Other 
problems I'm running into with show 
reports are that the person who com¬ 
pletes the report does not fill in their 
name and address. Sometimes I can¬ 
not read the person completing the 
reports writing, so I don’t know who to 
contact. I plan to add a place for the 
person completing the report to write 
their telephone number so I can call 
them if necessary. Hopefully, they will 
complete this section. I have heard 
from secretaries from other breed 
clubs and they all tell me that incom- 
pleted show reports and unretumed 
show reports are major problems for 
them as well.

You will find the point standings 
for 2001 in this newsletter. 1 might 
add that I had a call from a member 
in Texas that asked about points at 
a show he won. I had to tell him 
that I have not received a report 
form that show. He said it was held 
in March. 

Another problem I've run into is 
non-payment of membership dues 
When I took over in July, 65 mem¬ 
bers had not paid their dues that 
were due 1/1/01. That is over one- 
third of our membership. I sent 
reminders to all of these members.

th Are you a color breeder 
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typee", which as near as I can 
determine means showy, 
flashy, eye catching. Or, do 
you religiously breed for the 
OE type the standard 
describes and give little regard 
to color? Are you the more 
accomplished breeder that 
gives proper place to both 
type and color? Can you have 
both in one bird? I confess 
that in the past I have been 
more of a color breeder, 
looking for every detail of color 
shade and pattern and not 
enough regard for type. I am 
evolving into someone who is 
more concerned with type than 
the smallest details of color 
but aware that the best birds 
have both the type and color 
that the standard describes for 
the breed and variety. 

How many sayings are 
there that describe the proper 
relationship between type and 
color. "You build the barn 
before you paint it". "Type 
makes the breed and color 
makes the variety". Which 
should be of more concern in 
breeding, type or color? 
According to the standard and 
these old sayings and 
traditional wisdom that built 
the fancy there Is no doubt as 
to the answer. TYPE then 
color. When it comes to 
judging, in a class of OE 
should having OE type be a 
mandatory requirement in 
order for a bird to place? If so 
then breeding for type is most 
important. Once the type is 
set then comes color. The 
best OE breeders(not 
necessarily the biggest 
winners of points, etc.) are 
able to breed for type and not 
neglect color. Too many today 
think as long as the color is 
right the bird is right, 
especially if he/she is "typy". 

There is not a lot of really 
good OE type around. There 
is plenty of "typie". Look again 
at the pics of the winners, look 
again at the best of the best on 


the OE web site and you see a 
multitude of "typee" birds but 
little OE type. You see 
beautiful color, correct to the 
smallest detail but the paint is 
not on a OE barn. 

Having short legs and a 60 
to 70 degree tail is " typy". 
Having a too short back and 
exaggerated tail spread is " 
typie". Having compass wings 
that point to the earths center, 
or as some put it, "wing 
walkers" (can't see the legs for 
the wings) is "typee". Some of 
these are good on sebrites 
and rosecombs. They make 
for a lousy oe but he may win 
a show because he is typey. 

WE NEED TO HIRE 
INSPECTORS WHO 

ACTUALLY GO BY THE 
SPECIFICATIONS 
ACCORDING TO CODE and 
start to rebuild our barn!!!!! 
The two standards are the 
code books and contain the 
specs. It is dangerous to the 
barn when the inspectors pass 
on inferior work, it may burn 
down or blow down. Of 
course not all inspectors are 
fooled by a good coat of paint, 
some remember there has to 
be a barn underneath the paint 
and that comes first. There 
are even a few inspectors that 
can tell the difference between 
OE type and "typy" or is it 
typie? 

Is that the same as cute? 

Is it Old English Game 
bantams or have they become 
Old English Cute bantams?? I 
welcome all input concerning 
our responsibility to keep our 
OE bantams according to the 
standards.

As an ABA member from District 3, allow me to say here that I wholeheartedly agree 
with the position that the ABA has taken on the matter of judges judging and showing at 
the same ABA sanctioned show. 

In his article (pp. 10-12) in the Fall 2001 ABA Quarterly, the Rev. Paul Ashbrook asks 
for comments and suggestions regarding the proposed new Article 16 (Judging and 
Exhibiting by Judges) to the ABA By Laws. 

Given below are some comments and suggestions that I have—all of which relate to 
language/word use/syntax-regarding proposed Article 16.

AMERICAN BANTAM ASSOCIATION 
ADOPTS NEW BY-LAW TO 
RPOHIBIT JUDGING AND 
SHOWING AT THE SAME SHOW 


ARTICLE 16 

Judging and Exhibiting 
by Judges 
Section I 

Licensed judges shall not 
be allowed to both judge and 
show at any ABA meet -- 
National, Semi-Annual, District, 
State, Provincial, or Special. 
However, a licensed judge 
may exhibit in an open show 
and may judge a simultaneous 
junior show if it is separate 
from the open show. It is 
implied that holders of ABA 
judges’ licenses shall be held 
to the conduct required by the 
ABA at all times. 

Section 2 

Emergency situations exist, 
but are not limited to, those 
times when: (a) a judge listed 
in the show catalogue cancels 
after the entry deadline for the 
show has passed, in which 
case the substitute judge shall 
withdraw his/her birds from 
exhibition; (b) the number of 
entries indicates an additional 
judge should be added, in 
which case the substitute 
judge shall withdraw his/her 
birds from exhibition; or (c) a 
judge cannot complete his/her 
assignment during a show, in 
which case the substitute 
judge's unjudged birds shall 


be withdrawn from 
competition, and he/she shall 
not participate in choosing the 
show champions if some of 
his/her birds have already 
bee;, judged. 

Section 3 

Alleged violations of these 
provisions are valid grounds 
for filing a grievance, which 
may be filed by an ABA 
member who was an exhibitor 
at the show in question. 
Grievances must be tiled with 
the ABA Secretary-Treasurer 
and postmarked [or emailedl 
within 14 days of the alleged 
violation. The Secretary- 
Treasurer shall then follow the 
procedures set forth in Article 
11. If anonymity is desired, the 
grievance may be tiled directly 
with the Chair of the Grievance 
Committee, in accordance with 
requirements set forth in this 
section. 

Section 4 

The Grievance Committee 
shall investigate and act in a 
timely manner, and as set forth 
in Article 11. If a grievance is 
upheld, the Committee shall 
recommend to the Board of 
Directors appropriate penalties 
for the show and/or judge(s) in 
violation. The Board of 
Directors shall have the final 


authority to levy penaltien, It is 
the ABA' s intention to hold 
accountable only those who 
create the .* tuation. nnd not 
the larger community 
exhibitors. 

Section 5 

Penalties may range 
written reprimand 
offending show 
judge(s) to suspension ol ' 
show's ABA sanctioning for up 
to 5 years, or suspension of a 
judge's license for up to 5 
years. 

Section 6 

Penalties imposed by the 
Board of Directors shaii be 
publicized by the Secretary- 
Treasurer in the ABA’s 
Quarterly and 'r. the Secretary 
Treasurer’s column in the 
various poultry newspapers in 
the United States and Canada. 
[In addition, the wording 
previously stated in Articles 13 
& 14 regarding judging and 
showing at Nationals and 
Semi-Annuals only, have been 
stricken since this new Article 
16 incorporates ALL shows.] 
[The above article will be in 
effect beginning January 1,

The APA's annual meeting and convention in Lincoln, 
Nebraska, on November 2-4 was a solid success. Ten of 
the directors, two of whom were represented by 
proxies, were present at the Board of Directors 
meeting on Friday night, as were Pat Malone, Danny 
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Padgett, and Loma Rhodes. 

It was a good meeting, under the direction of 
President Pat Malone, and a great deal was 
accomplished, as you will leam when you have read the 
minutes of the meeting that are published elsewhere in 
this newsletter. 

On the APA District 2 webpage, 
http://srobertpowell.crosswinds.net/District2.htrn , 

there is also a reasonably detailed report on the 
Board of Directors' meeting (Friday night) and on the 
general membership meeting (Saturday night following 
the banquet) at the APA annual meeting and convention 
in Lincoln, Nebraska. 

The poultry show (3,500+ birds) was single-tiered, 
with generous aisles between the rows of cages. Huge 
waterfowl and turkey shows, with good depth in many of 
the classes. Very impressive. District 2 was 
represented on the panel of judges by the Rev. Roland 
Romig, who judged all of the light and medium ducks 
and geese and the junior show bantams. 

Some breeds in the poultry show were represented in 
record numbers. There were, for example, 72 bantam and 




21 standard orpingtons in the show. Warren Tye, the 
secretary of the United Orpington Club (which held its 
national meet at Lincoln) reports that "this is the 
largest number of Orp bantams that has ever been 
exhibited in a single show in this country." 

There was a lot of talk in the show hall about the 
weights of some of the birds shown in several classes 
(American, Feather Legged, Old English Games). Two 
questions that I heard asked are: (1) Did the weights 
of some of the birds violate the APA’s 20% up or down 
rule?, and (2) Should all birds in a show be weighed 
and their weights marked on the coop tags? 

It seems to me that those are two questions that both 
the APA and the ABA will have to focus on in the near 
future. Make known your thoughts and opinion on this 
important matter. 

Another concern of many exhibitors that I talked with 
at Lincoln and at other shows this fall is the habit 
that some exhibitors have of always placing paper 
dividers between and/or covers on the show cages in 
which their birds are shown. 

Some of the questions that I've heard about these 
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dividers/covers are: (1) Why do some exhibitors use 
them, especially if there is no danger that the birds 
in adjoining cages will harm each other?, and (2) Are 
these cooping practices something that show 
managements should take a position on or are these 
practices something that should be brought before the 
APA and/or ABA? Make known you thoughts and opinion on 
those two questions. 

After a long and action-packed day in the immense show 
hall, the Lancaster Event Center, on Saturday, it was 
good to get cleaned up and dressed for the banquet and 
general membership meeting, which took place in the 
banquet hall of the nicely designed Best Western 
Villager Courtyard and Gardens, the show headquarters. 

Two very special features of the banquet were (1) a 
dance entertainment provided by a very talented troupe 
of young and enthusiastic clog dancers, the Capital 
Cloggers, who have won many regional and national 
prizes, and (2) a "dramatic" reading by Al Westling of 
a very witty text that he wrote about a medical 
problem (an imminent "explosion") and its treatment by 
the medical establishment. 

A highlight of the APA national weekend was surely the 



arrival of six cases of the 2001 edition of the 
"American Standard of Perfection" in the show hall on 
Saturday. All six cases were sold by the end of the 
weekend! Congratulations and thanks to Walt Leonard 
and Sam Brush and to all who helped to make this 
corrected edition a reality. 

Congratulations, as well, to the Nebraska State 
Poultry Association and to APA District 6 and its 
director, Fred Zillich, on a very successful 2001 APA 
national meet and convention. 

Congratulations and thanks, in addition, to Peter 
Merlin and the art contest committee on a very 
successful 2001 art contest, in which there were 24 
entries, many of which will be reproduced on the 
forthcoming 2003 APA calendar. 

The APA elections are coming up. As I announced in 
this column in the Autumn 2001 "News and Views" and 
the November, December, and January editions of 
"Poultry Press," I will be a candidate for re-election 
to the position of APA District 2 Director in the 
upcoming elections. 

Statements from all candidates for office should 





appear elsewhere in this edition of "News and Views." 
Support the candidate of your choice for each office. 

Make sure you vote.

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Many months ago, I put the item given below, titled “Philo System,” on the 
APA District 2 webpage. 


Philo System 

In Thornton Wilder’s play Our Town there is a reference to the Philo System 
of raising chickens. 

A high school student contacted Sam Brush, the APA Internet contact 
person, and asked him if could explain just what that system was. Neither 
Sam nor I had ever heard of the Philo System and we guessed that it was 
probably a made-up name that Thornton Wilder created for his play. 

As it turns out, Sam Brush was recently looking over the poultry items for 
sale on e-bay, and spotted there a pamphlet for sale on the Philo System of 
raising poultry. Sam made a copy of the cover of the pamphlet and 
continued browsing through the other items on e-bay. When he attempted to 
return to the item, the pamphlet was gone. 

From the cover of the pamphlet, Sam learned that the Philo System, created 
by E. B. Philo of Elmira, NY, was a system that was purported to be a way 
to make $ 1,500 from 60 hens in 10 months on a city lot 40 feet square. 

Anybody ever heard of the Philo System? Anybody have a copy of the 
pamphlet about the Philo System that Sam Brush almost bought on e-bay?

On November 13, 2001, when Elton Minnich renewed his annual dues in the 
CPAC, he enclosed a copy of the material on the Philo System that is given 
on the following two pages. He found this material in The Poultry Review, 
which was published in Elmira, NY (which is where E. B. Philo was from). 
Elton also reported that he thinks he has a pamphlet on the Philo System 
(which is probably identical to the one Sam Brash saw for sale on e-bay), 
but can’t locate it at this time. 

So, the moral of the story on this Philo System search (that began when a 
high school student contacted Sam Brash and asked him if he could explain 
just what the Philo System was) is this: If you want answers, you have to ask 
questions.

Another Innovative Poultry Show in Iowa 




It’s important, I think, that we all remain open when it comes to new ideas 
about poultry shows. Innovation helps to keep the game interesting. In that 
regard, read the article given here by Bart Pals on the second annual “two 
shows in one day” that were held in Iowa on September 15, 2001. Maybe 
this is an idea that your club should think about trying? 

Two Shows in One Day

The North Iowa Poultry Association and RBR Poultry Club held their 
second annual “two shows in one day.” Last year was a trial run for the idea, 
but this year people caught on and it was a huge success. People like the idea 
of doubling their money. 

The judges we secured for the two shows were Art Rieber, Dennis 
Thompson, Scott Adams, and Jerry Yeaw. Unfortunately, Jerry could not 
make the trip because of the shutdown of the airlines, so Bart Pals stepped 
in. The key to the whole idea of two shows in one day is the judges. Great 
care was taken to ensure honesty and integrity throughout the shows. 

One set of judges started the day on waterfowl and standards, while the other 
set of judges started on bantams. Around noon, both sets of judges were 
finished, with their champions picked and then placed back in the show. The 
judges then switched assignments. After the judging was completed, both 
sets of show champions were placed on Champions Row. 

Our initial goal for having two shows in one day was to drum up additional 
money for the clubs. It has done much, much more than that. 

The attention and participation by the exhibitors is unbelievable. Usually 
around early afternoon, some people get a little bored while waiting for the 
judging to be completed. With the two shows in one day, it is in the 
afternoon when things start getting fun. That is when people start comparing 
the work of the two sets of judges. It’s amazing how close things stay. 
Usually the top birds are very close. 


It has made the issue of showing and judging at the same show a moot point. 
The judge can show in one show and judge the other. 
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The exhibitor has the opportunity to double his points, starred wins, and cash 
prizes. It makes much more sense to drive a thousand miles to a show if you 
can double your show prizes. You’re actually attending TWO shows, rather 
than simply one. 

The judges, as they evaluate the birds, are keeping in mind that there will be 
another person judging the same birds within a few hours. I think they are 
paying special attention while judging. 

People realize there is an actual method to the madness of judging. 
Sometimes exhibitors become blind to their own birds and when a judge 
does not pick their birds, they complain about the judging. If both judges 
don’t pick their birds, they seem to stop and reassess their way of thinking. 
Maybe the judges aren’t so wrong after all. 

It also adds a twist to the way birds are exhibited. Something new and 
innovative within the world of exhibition poultry. 

Upcoming Fall and Winter Shows 

Here’s the Fall lineup: Uniontown (10/19-21), York (10/27-28), and 
Maryland State (11/3-4). 

The fall and winter shows are always very nice, so make plans now to show 
at as many of them as you can. Why no set a goal for yourself of attending 
this year at least one show that you’ve never shown at before? And 
remember to thank the people who make possible every show you attend. 
Poultry clubs, as you know, don’t have to put on shows. They do so because 
they choose to. So, after you’ve packed up at the end of a show, make it a 
point to find the show secretary and personally thank him or her and the club 
as a whole for putting on the show and for all the work that they all have put 
in to make the show possible. The entire club will appreciate your thanks, 
and it will make them want to do it again next year. At the same time, saying 
“thank you” will also make you feel good. 

Congratulations to Merl Rynearson 

Given below is a tribute to Merl Rynearson (Hop Bottom, PA) that was 
written by Ron and Lynn Stiles (New Milford, PA). Thanks to Evy Avery 
for forwarding to me a copy of the article. At this year’s Harford Fair 






(Susquehanna County, PA), Merl was presented by Ron Stiles with an award 
for 65 years of showing poultry at the Harford Fair. 

“In 1931, a young boy by the name of Merl Rynearson traveled with his 
uncle to the Harford Fair. Harford was just a few miles from his home in 
Hop Bottom, but in those days it was a big trip for a boy such as himself. 
While his uncle was showing equipment, young Merl was making 
the journey to proudly display his Silver Duckwing Bantams. Later, he 
said that he would have shown them in 1929 but no one knew what kind of 
birds they were at the time. 

Merl recalled that birds had to be shown in a coop of one cock and one 
hen and first place money for "fowls" paid $1.50 and first place money 
for "chicks" paid the same. He earned some extra "nickels" at the fair 
by helping the late arrivals coop their birds. Frank Wilcox was the 
judge. Admission to the 1931 Harford Fair was 50 cents. If you arrived 
by car, you had to pay an extra 25 cents. There was no charge if you 
arrived by horse. 

When electricity came to the Fair, the Superintendent of Poultry E.W. 

Prout objected strongly to lights being left on in the poultry building 
at night so the people could see the birds. Chickens were supposed to 
be asleep at night. 

The excitement of this first day of showing poultry at the fair lasted 
Merl a lifetime. He has continued to show poultry and waterfowl 
faithfully at the Harford Fair for 65 years. The only time that he was 
distracted from the excitement that he had experienced at his first 
fair was in the early 1940's when he was called upon to fight a war for 
5 years. 

Before he left to join the Army, Merl had been raising a line of Brahmas 
from Press Merchant in Owego, N.Y. Before leaving for the service, he 
asked his mother to try to keep as many of those birds as she could. By 
the time he returned in 5 years, though, they were gone. He got back 
into the Brahmas through a Mrs. Robinson from Missouri and was 
successful with those he raised from her. He went on to raise all colors 
both Large and Bantam Brahmas over the years. He also became fascinated 
by the English Call Duck and raised and exhibited many varieties. 



In recalling some of the names of people with whom he showed, names like 
Cecil Rose, Harvey Woods, Marcus Davidson, John Freeman (he clerked for 
him at the Philadelphia and Lebanon shows), Ham Stevens, Sam Collins and 
George Schroeder come to his lips as if it were yesterday. Stories 
abound with each name that he mentions. The "Cocky Crowd" (of which he 
was a member) from the Honesdale (PA) Summer Show is one of his 
favorite topics from which he retrieves splendid poultry memories. 

Members of the "Cocky Crowd" at the Summer Show showed some of the 
most 

spectacular birds he ever saw. 

When asked who had the most influence on him with regard to poultry, he 
replied, "That's easy. Marcus Davidson." He learned the details of 
poultry by clerking for Davidson at show after show. He regards 
Davidson as the outstanding Buff breeder of all breeds recalling his 
wins at Madison Square Garden. By the way he talks about Davidson, you 
can tell that he highly respected the man and that he was a close 
friend. 

Turning back to 1931, Merl has said that if he had met with harsh 
criticism at his first poultry outing he probably would have not shown 
ever again. However, he was encouraged by others and continued the art 
of the poultry fancier for 65 years. He hopes that young people today 
meet with the same encouragement and help and find as much satisfaction 
in poultry as he has. Some days he just likes to sit and watch the 
chickens peck in the yard. That's what it's all about anyway.”

Here is some background, provided by David Smith, on the Poultry Princess 
idea: "My daughter, Molly, thought that there really should be some way to 
involve Keri (sister of the owner of the best bird in the show) in the poultry 
proceedings. This was her brother Matt's first year in 4H—Keri is only 6 and 
needs to wait another 2 (long) years to participate. She took a genuine 
imerest in Matt's poultry project from the very beginning. She was there 
when the chicks arrived and proceeded to involve herself in every aspect of 
Matt's project. Molly thought it would be nice to involve Keri in the official 
proceedings by asking her to hand out ribbons at the show. Molly came up 
with the idea of a Poultry Princess. She collected the eggs [that appear in the 
crown], washed, and blew them out. She prepared the hardware cloth 
(representing chicken wire, of course, but with more body), and applied the 
eggs with a glue gun. The finishing touch was a golden coat of paint. And 
there you have it. I think Keri did very well and it added a bit of'flash' to our 
show."

New York State Fair

Immediately following Sunday morning coop-out at the Harford Fair, on 
August 26,1 drove to Syracuse and began to judge (along with Rick Hare 
and Dwight Scott) the New York State Fair poultry show. 

John Pierce is the poultry superintendent. Among the other officials in the 
poultry building are Paul Jones, John Rebhahn, and Roger and Della Davis. 

In all the rushing about to get from Harford to Syracuse on Sunday morning, 
I neglected to make a motel reservation in Syracuse for Sunday night. When 
Paul Jones and Roger Davis learned of my "homeless" condition at the 
conclusion of the judging on Sunday, they both said: "You can always stay 
here [in the dorm in the poultry' building] if you want." 

I immediately accepted their offer and spent a very restful and pleasant night 
in the dorm in the poultry building and was carefully and graciously looked 
after by the "innkeepers" (Jones and Davis) in the poultry building. On 
Monday morning, it was very nice to be able to get up, well rested and 
refreshed, and simply walk downstairs and begin judging. 

Paul Jones, a 35-year veteran of the poultry show at the New York State 
Fair, is in charge of feeding the birds throughout the fair and the sign, in 
Welsh, on the feed room in the poultry building reads: "Y Siop Fwyd" [food 
shop]. 

Like Paul Jones, I, too, am of Welsh descent, and Paul commemorated the 
Welsh presence in the poultry building during my judging there by wearing 
on Monday the colors of the Welsh flag (green shirt, red shorts, white 
socks). It's always a pleasure to be with the Syracuse-area poultry fanciers! 


My clerk as 1 judged the featherlegged bantams on Sunday afternoon was 
Roger Davis' grand nephew, Dan Scherer, a very personable young man who 
works for Southwest Airlines out of Albany, NY. My clerk on Monday, 
when I judged the American and AOSB classes of standard chickens was 
Kevin Conway, a student at Onondaga Community College. 


At the conclusion of the judging on Sunday, the judges were the guests of 



the John and Carol Pierce, and their son David, at a cookout (barbecued 
chicken, sweet com, a very delicious dessert in which were featured pralines 
and whipped cream) at the Pierce home in the country near Syracuse.

Did you know? 

When the Poultry Building here at the New York State Fair opened in 1913, 
it was considered to be the largest and best exhibition poultry hall in the U. 
S., and still is.

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A.M. on March 17, 2001 at Wapakoneta, OH. Present were Jonathan Romig, 
Jeffrey Romig, Donald R. Perrin, Sam Brush, Robert Rhodes, Danny 
Padgett, Chris McGeorge, George Schroeder, Ruth Binkley, the Rev. Roland 
Romig, and S. Robert Powell. The meeting was under the direction of Rev. 
Romig (acting president) and S. R. Powell (acting secretary/treasurer). 

It was regularly moved (Perrin) and seconded (Rhodes) that a Guinea Fowl 
Club (GFC) be formed for the sole purpose of getting Guinea Fowl admitted 
to the American Standard of Perfection. The motion carried. 

Robert Powell reviewed the requirements for admitting breeds and varieties 
to the American Standard of Perfection (Article VI, 2 of the APA By-Laws). 
One of those requirements is as follows: “Affidavits shall be included from 
not less than five breeders stating that they have bred the breed or variety for 
not less than five years and that it produces not less than 50% of all 
specimens reasonably true to type, color, size and comb.” 

Robert then showed the group the letter of March 4, 2001 that Curtis R. 
Oakes (Cochranton, PA) had sent to him and the Rev. Romig. In that letter 
(copy attached to these minutes), Curtis Oakes expresses his support for the 
Guinea Fowl standardization process and describes his 30 years of 
experience in breeding and showing Guinea Fowl. Curtis also asks several 
important questions that will have to be answered as the standardization 
process unfolds (Who will determine and write the Standard? Who will 
judge the qualifying meet? What varieties will be admitted? etc.). 

Provisional list of persons (in addition to those present at the meeting) who 
have expressed an interest in seeing Guinea Fowl admitted to the ASOP: 
Craig Russell, Clearview Hatchery in Graz, PA (David Hartman), Fay 
Forward, Curtis Oakes, Bernard Gill, Larry Urban, Steve Wolansek (?), 
Mason Hatchery in Iowa (reference from Don Perrin), and Duane Urch. 

Jonathan and Jeffrey Romig will collect and synthesize data on who raises 
the various varieties of Guinea Fowl and how long they have raised them. 
Everyone who raises Guinea Fowl should furnish the Romig boys with the 
appropriate data for their records. 

Rev. Romig reported that it was his father, Arthui Romig, who created Coral 
Blue Guinea Fowl. Roland was 8 or 9 years old at the time. Arthur Romig 
and Cyril Menges were friends. 




The names of two possible judges for the Guinea Fowl qualifying meet were 
suggested from the floor: Walt Leonard and Don Krahe. 

The question was asked: Should a Guinea Fowl judge be required to handle 
the birds during judging? A decision will have to made on this question. 

The question was asked: Can Guinea Fowl be shown if pinioned? 

A decision will have to be made on this question. 

Danny Padgett pointed out that it will cost about $50 per variety to place the 
text of the Guinea Fowl standard in the American Standard of Perfection. 

A discussion took place on what varieties of Guinea Fowl should be 
admitted to the ASOP. Robert Powell said that he thought it would be a 
good idea to focus on getting two or three varieties admitted in the first 
efforts, probably Pearl, White, and Lavender. The group agreed that that was 
a good idea. After those three varieties were admitted, the club could then 
focus on some of the other varieties (Coral Blue, Purple, Dundotte, Slate, 
Buff, Chocolate, Brown, etc.). 

From Robert Powell: In an article (“More on Guinea Fowl”) in the February 
2001 issue (p. 5) of Feather Fancier, John Gohm remarks that “there are 
actually over 20 different colors of Guinea Fowl available today? One place 
in the U.S. even claims to have over 29 different colors available.” Some of 
the unusual varieties mentioned by Gohm are Pewter, Opaline, and Brown 
(range from a light pale brown to a darker shade of brown, but having the 
common spotted feather patterns of the Pearls). 

Rev. Romig: “Cyril Menges and Arthur Romig both raised Lakenpurs 
(white-breasted purple). Silver Wings (they should not be called “Pieds”) are 
white-breasted Pearls.”

Enclosed is a copy of Draft #1 (January 2002) of the proposed Standard of 
Perfection for pearl, lavender, and white Guinea Fowl. This draft was formulated at 
a meeting of the Guinea Fowl "Standard Committee" (Rev. Roland Romig, Don 
Perrin, Bruce Ardrey, and S. Robert Powell) at Sayre, PA on 12-08-01. 

Please read through this material carefully and give us your input on what we have 
formulated. Mark all corrections/additions/clarifications on the enclosed copy itself 
and return it to me as soon as you can. In late January 2002, the Guinea Fowl 
"Standard Committee" will meet again to discuss all proposed 
corrections/additions/clarifications to what we have produced. At that time. Draft 
#2 of the Proposed Standard of Perfection for pearl, lavender, and white Guinea 
Fowl will be produced. 

As you will learn when you have read through this proposed "standard," there are 
two schools of thought as to the configuration of the wattles on the female Guinea 
Fowl. Be sure to tell us what your thoughts are on this question. Also, please tell us 
what varieties of Guinea Fowl you have raised for five years or more. 

As we see it now, the qualifying meet for pearl, lavender, and white Guinea Fowl 
will take place at a fall show in 2002. Several locations have been proposed for the 
qualifying meet for these three varieties: Richmond, Bath, Bloomsburg, Lucasville, 
and Columbus. Please tell us what your first two choices are for a possible site for 
this qualifying meet, which will be team-judged by the Rev. Romig and Curtis 




Oakes. Also, please tell us how many pearl, lavender, and white Guinea Fowl you 
would be able to show at this qualifying meet. 




As you perhaps know, when we submit our application for admission of pearl, 
lavender, and white Guinea Fowl to the American Standard of Perfection of the 
American Poultry Association, we have to enclose $50 per variety—which means 
that the Guinea Fowl committee would be pleased to have your financial support for 
this project. For $10, you can become an official member of the Guinea Fowl 
Standard group.

Proposed Standard of Perfection 

[Formulated at a meeting of the Gi tea Fowl "Standard Committee" (Rev. Roland Romig, Don Perrin, Bruce 
Ardrey, and S Robert Powell) at Sayre, PA on 12-08-01] 

Guinea Fowl 

(Numida Meleagris) 

Guinea Fowl, which are native to Africa, were known to the ancient Greeks and Romans, who 
domesticated’ them and regarded them as a table delicacy. Guinea Fowl were not known as 
domestic poultry in Western Europe until the 15th century, when Portuguese traders introduced 
wild birds from West Africa into Europe and Guinea Fowl were again domesticated 

Guinea Fowl appear in Greek mythology: When Meleager, who succeeded in killing the 
Calydoman Boar was killed, his sisters Deianeira (wifi of Hercules) and Gorge were put to 
death and turned into Guinea Fowl by Artemis. The tears that they shed showering their sable 
plumage with white spots. Dionysus pleaded with Artemis to undo her work, and the sisters 
were returned to their human form. 

Judging Guinea Fowl 

The correct age and gender classifications for Guinea Fowl in poultry shows are cock, hen, 
cockerel, and pullet. Judges are not required to remove Guinea Fowl from their cages during 
judging, although a judge may do so if he/she prefers to do so. In any event, the owners of the 
birds on exhibition should be available to assist the judge, if necessary, in handling the' irds. 

To the untrained eye and fiom the aisle, it is not always an easy matter to determine the gender 
of Guinea Fowl. The calls made by adult birds are very useful in distinguishing the sexes. 
Guinea Fowl males utter a one-syllable call, usually repeated several times in succession, chit, 
chit, chit ; females utter a two-syllable call, usually repeated several times in succession (“buck¬ 
wheat, buck-wh.at, buck-wheat, buck-wheat”). A Guinea Fowl chick is properly referred to as 
keet.

Cock or hen with one wattle cupped (concave and carried at a 90-degree angle to the side of the 
head) and one wattle not cupped. One or more white feathers in any part of the plumage in pearl 
or lavender Guinea Fowl. One or more non-white feathers in any part of the plumage of a white 
Guinea Fowi. 
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Shape 

Male 

HEAD: Short and broad, topped with a triangular-shaped horn, whlel, a ^.ltly downward 

at the rear. The area between the nostrils and the front of the hom is flat. The face, back 
of the head, and the upper neck are devoid of feathers. At the back of the head, however, 
starting at the base of die hom, there is a narrow band of hair-like plumage, pointing 
upward, that runs down the back of the head and neck to the hackle feathers. This band 
of hair-like plumage gets wider as it approaches and connects to the hackle. 

NOSTRILS: Prominent; a narrow band of thick skin crosses the bridge of the nose between the 
wattles. 

BEAK. Short, stout, and well curved. 

EYES: Large, round, very alert. 

WATTLES: Stiff, wide, smooth, and free from folds or wrinkles. Both wattles cupped (concave 
and carried at a 90-degree angle to the side of the head). 

NECK: Lower neck and hackle covered with small, fine, and narrow feathers. 

BREAST: Well rounded and prominent, carried above horizontal, and curving in an unbroken 
line to the hocks. 

BACK: Very broad and forming a descending curve from the base of the neck to the tail 

WINGS: Large, wide, and strong, well tucked-in and carried horizontally 

BODY: Fairly long, deep, well rounded, and solid 

TAIL: Relatively short and carried low 

THIGHS: Medium in length, lower thigh not visible 

SHANKS and TOES: Shanks relatively short and not feathered; feet with four straight, well 
spread, and strong toes. Males and females, both without spurs. 

Female 

Same as male, except that the female's hom is smaller than that of the male, whose hom is more 
elongated and broader at the rear than the female's. The female Guinea Fowl's stance is not as 
upright as that of the male. 

[There are two different views as to what the configuration of the wattles on the female Guinea 
Fowl ought to be. This is a question that those of us who are interested in getting Guinea Fowl 
into the American Standard of Perfection will have to vote on. One school of thought says that 
the wattles should be cupped, as in the males. Another school of thought says that the wattles 
should not be cupped, but should be carried flat/run laterally, close to the side of the throat. 
Both schools of thought agree that a female with one cupped wattle and one non-cupped wattle 




is to be disqualified from exhibition. Make known your position as to the ideal configuration of 
the wattles on the female Guinea Fowl.] 


Color 

Pearl 

Male and Female 

Plumage is blue-gray throughout, generously and regularly marked with pearl-like white spots 
or wavy bars of white, depending on the section of the bird in question. The general impression 
is one of a spotted gray bird. Undercolor is dark slate. Indistinct barring and/or indistinct pearls 
in the wings is a defect. 

BEAK: Reddish-hom, darker at the base 

EYES: Dark brown or black 

HORN: Light brown; nearly black in young birds 

WATTLES: Coral red, some while on underside of male wattles and at the outer top of the 
female wattles is permissible. 

HEAD: A crescent-shaped patch of featherless bluish-white skin, beginning in front of the eyes 
and extending back to the band of hair-like plumage at the back of the neck, covers the 
side of the face. Bluish-black skin covers the remainder of the head, neck, and throat, 
down to the hackle—except for the horn and the immediate area around its base. 

HACKLE: The hackle and the front of the lower neck show fine, blue-gray feathers without 
pearls or bars. When seen in sunlight, these feathers show some iridescence. 

BACK: The back and shoulders are bluish-gray, with small pearls, which increase in size as 
one approaches the tail. 

TAIL: The tail and coverts are bluish-gray, showing well rounded pearls. 

BREAST: The breast and lower body are bluish-gray, with good-sized and well rounded pearls 
throughout. The largest and most circular pearls on the bird appear in the fluff feathers at 
the rear of the bird. 

WINGS: Primaries: Upper web is light bluish-gray, marked primarily with parallel wavy bars of 
white on the inner primaries, and pearls in rows on the outer primaries. Lower web is 
marked with pearls at regular intervals. Secondaries: Outer edge of upper and lower webs 
marked with regular pattern of short parallel white bars; central part of each feather is 
marked by three to five longitudinal rows of pearls. 

LEGS and TOES: Dark slate, mottled with swarthy orange. 










Lavender 

The pattern is identical to that of the Pearl, the ground color of the plumage is light-gray or 
lavender. Shanks and toes are light gray to orange. Indistinct barring and/or indistinct pearls in 
the wing feather; is a defect. 

White 

Plumage is pure white throughout all sections in both male and female. A yellow cast to the 
plumage is a serious defect. Shanks and toes are orange; spotty shanks and toes are a defect. 
The eyes are light bay to brown.

It was nice to hear from you! Glad to know that there were three 
excellent leghorns from which you made a good call based on what 
you saw. 

Occasionally when I have two or three equally good birds, if time 
permits, they will go temporarily to an empty Champion Row and get 
one more look to see how they will perform in different 
circumstances. Not only will the birds pose or not pose, but some 
exhibitors will be made aware of what the judge witnessed. 

White Leghorn large fowl have the reputation of being not only 
excellent layers but of flightiness. You never know for sure how 
flightiness will be manifested, high tailed and wild, cowering, trying to 
escape or nicely coop trained. Our White Leghorn Bantams, on the 
other hand are not flighty, but cockerels for instance lend themselves 
to quickly become "finger trained." 

The Bantam females of our strain look best running free in the yard 
showing nice type but sometimes showing zero tail angle in show 
cages as in time and bored. Especially on a warm afternoon. 

With a bird like your Light Brown Leghorn large fowl cockerel I might 
annotate on coop card: +type, +color, -lazy tail. 

I hope we get to judge together again one day. I need all the practice 
I can get! And conversation would be the greatest.

Dear Guinea Fowl Breeders/Exhibitors. 

Enclosed is a copy of Draft #1 (January 2002) of the proposed Standard of 
Perfection for pearl, lavender, and white Guinea Fowl. This draft was formulated at 
a meeting of the Guinea Fowl "Standard Committee" (Rev. Roland Romig, Don 
Perrin, Bruce Ardrey, and S. Robert Powell) at Sayre, PA on 12-08-01. 

Please read through this material carefully and give us your input on what we have 
formulated. Mark all corrections/additions/clarifications on the enclosed copy itself 
and return it to me as soon as you can. In late January 2002, the Guinea Fowl 
"Standard Committee" will meet again to discuss all proposed 
corrections/additions/clarifications to what we have produced. At that time. Draft 
#2 of the Proposed Standard of Perfection for pearl, lavender, and white Guinea 
Fowl will be produced. 

As you will learn when you have read through this proposed "standard," there are 
two schools of thought as to the configuration of the wattles on the female Guinea 
Fowl. Be sure to tell us what your thoughts are on this question. Also, please tell us 
what varieties of Guinea Fowl you have raised for five years or more. 

As we see it now, the qualifying meet for pearl, lavender, and white Guinea Fowl 
will take place at a fall show in 2002. Several locations have been proposed for the 
qualifying meet for these three varieties: Richmond, Bath, Bloomsburg, Lucasville, 
and Columbus. Nothing definite yet on location. We’re still talking about shows as 
possible hosts for the qualifying meet. Please tell us what your first two choices are 
for a possible site for this qualifying meet which, very probably, will be team- 
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judged by the Rev. Romig and Curtis Oakes. Also, please tell us how many pearl, 
lavender, and white Guinea Fowl you would be able to show at this qualifying 
meet. 

As you perhaps know, when we submit our application for admission of pearl, 
lavender, and white Guinea Fowl to the American Standard of Perfection of the 
American Poultry Association, we have to enclose $150 ($50 per variety). If you 
can help with a donation to help cover this expense, we would be most grateful. 

We’re also looking for people to become official members of the Guinea Fowl

Proposed Standard of Perfection 

[Formulated at a meeting of the Guinea Fowl "Standard Committee" (Rev. Roland Romig, Don Perrin, Bruce 
Ardrey, and S. Robert Powell) at Sayre, PA on 12-08-01] 

Guinea Fowl 

(Numida Meleagris) 


Guinea Fowl, which are native to Africa, were known to the ancient Greeks and Romans who 
domesticated them and regarded them as a table delicacy. Guinea Fowl were not known as 
domeshc poultry in Western Europe until the 15th century, when Portuguese traders introduced 
wild birds from West Africa into Europe and Guinea Fowl were again domesticated. 

Guinea Fowl appear in Greek mythology: When Meleager, who succeeded in killing the 
Calydoman boar, was killed, his sisters Deianira (wife of Hercules) and Gorge were put to death 
and turned into Guinea Fowl by Artemis. The tears that they shed showering their sable 
plumage with white spots. Dionysus pleaded with Artemis to undo her work, and the sisters 
were returned to their human form. 


Judging Guinea Fowl 

The correct age and gender classifications for Guinea Fowl in poultry shows are cock hen 
cockerel, and pullet. Judges are not required to remove Guinea Fowl from their cages during 
judging, although a judge may do so if he/she prefers to do so. In any event, the owners of the 
birds on exhibition should be available to assist the judge, if necessary, in handling the birds. 

To the untrained eye and from the aisle, it is not always an easy matter to determine the gender 
of Guinea Fowl. The calls made by adult birds are veiy useful in distinguishing the sexes. 
Guinea Fowl males utter a one-syllable call, usually repeated several times in succession: chit 
cnit, chit; females utter a two-syllable call, usually repeated several times in succession (“buck- 
wheat, buck-wheat, buck-wheat, buck-wheat”). A Guinea Fowl chick is properly referred to as

HEAD: Short and broad, topped with a triangular-shaped horn, which slopes slightly downward 
at the rear. The area between the nostrils and the front of the horn is flat. The face, back 
of the head, and the upper neck are devoid of feathers. At the back of the head, however, 
starting at the base of the horn, there is a narrow band of hair-like plumage, pointing 
upward, that runs down the back of the head and neck to the hackle feathers. This band 
of hair-like plumage gets wider as it approaches and connects to the hackle. 

NOSTRILS: Prominent; a narrow band of thick skin crosses the bridge of the nose between the 
wattles. 

BEAK: Short, stout, and well curved. 

EYES: Large, round, very alert. 

WATTLES: Stiff, wide, smooth, and free from folds or wrinkles. Both wattles cupped (concave 
and carried at a 90-degree angle to the side of the head). 

NECK: Lower neck and hackle covered with small, fine, and narrow feathers. 

BREAST: Well rounded and prominent, carried above horizontal, and curving in an unbroken 
line to the hocks. 

BACK: Very broad and forming a descending curve from the base of the neck to the tail 
WINGS: Large, wide, and strong, well tucked-in and carried horizontally 
BODY: Fairly long, deep, well rounded, and solid 
TAIL.: Relatively short and carried low 

THIGHS: Medium in length, lower thigh not visible from the aisle 

SHANKS and TOES: Shanks relatively short and not feathered; feet with four straight, well 
spread, and strong toes. Males and females, both without spurs. 

Female 

Same as male, except that the female's horn is smaller than that of the male, whose horn is more 
elongated and broader at the rear than the female's. The female Guinea Fowl's stance is not as 
upright as that of the male. 

[There are two different views as to what the configuration of the wattles on the female Guinea 
Fowl ought to be. This is a question that those of us who are interested in getting Guinea Fowl 
into the American Standard of Perfection will have to vote on. One school of thought says that 
the wattles should be cupped, as in the males. Another school of thought says that the wattles 
should not be cupped, but should be carried flat/run laterally, close to the side of the throat. 
Both schools of thought agree that a female with one cupped wattle and one non-cupped wattle 
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is to be disqualified from exhibition. Make known your position as to the ideal configuration of 
the wattles on the female Guinea Fowl.]

THE EYE SIGN THEORY 

Men who are involved with racing pigeons, like all other 
men, prefer to believe in what one would call 'mumbo-jumbo'. 
There are many men who actually believe that they can study 
the eyes of pigeons and from the pattern of the circle of 
correlation - the iris and the pupil - and detect the merits 
or specimens as racers and even breeders. 

There was even a man who, years ago could look at the eyes 
ol Birmingham Rollers splecimens and tell precisely how they 
would roll. What a load of cobblers! 

I have now to confess that after a long lifetime dedicated 
to Pigeon flying and general behaviour, I couldn't tell the 
difference between excellent flying and performing specimens 
by looking into their eyes. No, in my ignorance I'd have to 
fly them and see what they were capable of. 

Over many years I have had many racing pigeon strays coming 
to my loft, hopelessly lost and starving. I have examined such 
as these and even investigated their owners. In a lot of cases, 
such lost pigeons have had excellent eye signs, were beautiful 
pigeons, but hopelessly lost. One may very well ask, WHY? 
with such eye signs they should not be lost. They have the fail 
rating Of a person who has passed his driving test but yet gets 
himself on to the southbound carriageway of the Ml - but should 
really be headed north! 

Statistics show that many thousands of pigeons are lost 
each year, belonging to fanciers in Great Britain. I dare 
suggest that a lot of these have good eye signs. 

So, what is the bottom line? 

By my reckoning, all good pigeons do have the eye sign 
- but an awful lot of 'scrubbers' have the eye sign too. In 
fact, I have seen Grey Grizzles, Hellstorks and Mac Prints with 
breathtaking eye signs that couldn't get home from a five-mile 
toss, in fine weather! 

No! Eye sign, on its own, is nothing, unless propped up 
by training and selection. 

Recently, I caught a racing stray mixing with ferals. 

On examination I found that this pigeon had superb eye sign. 

I said, Pigeon you cannot be lost, because you have such an 
eye sign. Then spoke the pigeon, saying, "I'm dreadfully sorry, 
old love but I didn't know about the eye sign.

Glaa to know that there were three 
excellent leghorns from which you made a good call based on what 
you saw. 

Occasionally when I have two or three equally good birds, if time 
permits, they will go temporarily to an empty Champion Row and get 
one more look to see how they will perform in different 
circumstances. Not only will the birds pose or not pose, but some 
exhibitors will be made aware of what the judge witnessed. 

White Leghorn large fowl have the reputation of being not only 
excellent layers but of flightiness. You never know for sure how 
flightiness will be manifested, high tailed and wild, cowering, trying to 
escape or nicely coop trained. Our White Leghorn Bantams, on the 
other hand are not flighty, but cockerels for instance lend themselves 
to quickly become "finger trained." 

The Bantam females of our strain look best running free in the yard 
showing nice type but sometimes showing zero tail angle in show 
cages as in time and bored. Especially on a warm afternoon. 

With a bird like your Light Brown Leghorn large fowl cockerel I might 
annotate on coop card: +type, +color, -lazy tail. 

I hope we get to judge together again one day. I need all the practice 
I can get! And conversation would be the greatest.

APA National, Lincoln, Nebraska, November 2-4, 2001 

The trip was a complete success in every respect. I am very pleased with the way the Board of 
Directors' meeting went. 1 contributed a lot throughout the meeting and was regarded by the 
others as a voice to be listened to. I must say that it gave me a certain amount of pleasure to be 
able to block Mrs. Halbach's push to cause a revision to the APA's by-laws on the matter of 
copyright permissions. Her "holier than thou" attitude is very difficult to swallow. Having 
worked in publishing for many years, I know a little about copyrights--and the others listened to 
what I had to say. Scott Adams, as Mrs. Halbach's proxy, made a copyright motion which, 
because of what 1 had said on the question, was not seconded and the motion was, therefore, 
dropped. 

Danny Padgett and Troy LaRoche, who will probably be the next president and vice-president 
of the APA, were very un-impressive throughout the meeting. They contributed virtually 
nothing to the meeting. Somehow, they think that they are contributing a lot if they make and 
second almost every motion. But they are not. Their "presentation of self' at the General 
Membership meeting was even poorer than at the Directors' meeting. In many respects, they 
remind me of junior high school students on the playground: they're big deals only because they 
declare themselves to be big deals, but no one really recognizes them as big deals. They seem to 
think that they can "ride on their reputations," but what, pray tell, have they done for the APA. 
Almost nothing. My plan is to continue along at my own pace and they shall have to reckon 
with me as a force that cannot be bought or influenced by their sleazy, adolescent behavior. 

I sat next to Sam Brush at the Directors' meeting. Sam and I agree on many issues and we trust 
each other. He is a good guy. 

Saturday in the show hall was a lot of fun. I saw many, many people that I knew or who knew 
me. 1 had my label/lapel name tag setup with me and everyone I talked with got a name label to 
wear. Everyone likes the idea and it's a great way to break the ice with people you've never met 
or talked with. I will take the labels and the marking pen with me to every show that 1 attend in 
the future. 

The meeting of the United Orpington Club on Saturday was very nice. Warren Tye is a real 
good guy and he was in charge of the meeting. I have a report on the meeting from Warren in 
the UOC Newsletter and I will include that report here. At one point in the day, Warren and I 
looked over every one of the Orpington bantams and that was very pleasant. I was pleased to 
learn that my understanding of what a good Orpington bantam should look like conforms to 
Warren's understanding. 



At the Saturday night banquet, I sat at the same table as Loma and Bob Rhodes, which was very 
enjoyable. I like them both and they like me. Twice during the General Membership meeting, I 
was asked by Pat Malone to give reports. And in both instances. I was very pleased with how 1 
handled myself at the microphone. 

My first report was on the membership recruitment/lapsers project that I have initiated as 
chairman of the APA Membership Committee. Pat Malone has included $1,000 in the official 
budget for the use of this committee in the coming year and I will put those $1,000 to good use. 
In early 2002, i will send out letters to about 500 "lapsers" to see what I can find out about why 
they allowed their memberships in the APA to lapse. At the same time, I will do my best to 
encourage them to renew. The results of this mailing will be the basis of my Membership 
Committee report in Fort Worth in March. I haven't mentioned it to any of my colleagues in the 
APA as yet, but I think that the general appearance of "News & Views" may be regarded as 
disappointing by many first-time members (as well as long-time members) in the APA. One of 
my Membership Committee projects in the near future will be to re-design "News & Views.” 
As it now stands, it has a very off-putting appearance and is about a appealing as a stock proxy 
report. 

The second report was on the Guinea Fowl project (see my summary on the District 2 webpage; 
reprinted in the November 2001 C.PAC Newsletter). Rev. Romig was extremely pleased with 
how my Guinea Fowl report went. After the meeting, several people (Jim Sallee, Rev. Paul 
Ashbrook, among others) came up to me and congratulated me on my reports. 

When the meeting was officially over, Loma and Bob Rhodes and Fred Zillich and 1 went into 
the lounge and had some refreshments. Very pleasant. Bart Pals and some of his buddies were 
elsewhere in the lounge but I didn't get a chance to talk with Bart at the time. 

Bart and 1 did talk a lot in the show hall on Saturday. We had lunch together. He introduced me 
to several people. Bart has a one-liner quality to him. He is knowledgeable and well-informed, 
to be sure, but he doesn't give the impression of great depth. He seems to pride himself on 
always having the latest news or the insider information that no one else yet knows. That's fine, 
but where do you go from there. Perhaps Bart is a good responder but not a good initiator. Yes, 
I think that's it. I bummed a ride from the motel to the show hall with him on Sunday morning 
and from the show hall to the airport at Omaha. 

The ride to the Omaha airport was very pleasant. It took about an hour and that gave Bart and 1 
a chance to have a nice visit. Naturally we talked about the APA and the upcoming elections. I 
asked Bart about his children and what they were up to and he gave me lots of details. I like 
Bart a lot and respect his opinion a great deal. I'm not sure exactly where I'm going as far as 



being an officer of the APA, but I do know that if I decide to allow myself to be nominated for 
the office of president in a couple of years that 1 will want Bart on my team. 

At the Omaha airport, I ran into Peter Merlin, which was very pleasant. Peter is very socialized 
and easy to be around. Peter, as well, knows a lot about the inner workings of the APA and has 
been a part of the official in-crowd for many years and it is always pleasant to hear Peter's 
particular take on all APA events and personalities. 

My flights to and from Lincoln, Nebraska were all very nice—and we didn't run into any 
turbulence anywhere. On the way out 1 flew from Scranton to Pittsburgh, Pittsburgh to Kansas 
City, and Kansas City to Lincoln.

Dear Bob: 

I suggest that we call them Common or Helmeted Guinea Fowl since all guinea fowl 
tame easily; and this admission could lead to recognition of, not just other varieties, but other 
breeds/species as well, such as Crested, Black, Vultarine, and Horned. The last is actually a 
subspecies of the Helmeted and has fleshy horn-like projections at the nostrils. Thirty years 
ago, Horned Guinea Fowl seemed to be fairly common in British and European collections. 

I also suggest that we call the “horn” the crown since there are horned guinea fowl. 

Since this is one of the few birds with eyelashes, I think we should make note of that. 
Therefore, I suggest the following modest change to the eye section. Eyes: large, round, very 
alert, lashes - even, prominent, well formed. 

As a historical note, Cyril Menges, Dale Rice, and I believe other old timers referred to 
what you are calling cupped wattles as hung (meaning hung out to the side) and what you are 
calling flat or lateral wattles as tucked (meaning tucked in along or under the face). Cyril was 
Mr. Guinea and what Dale didn’t know about poultry genetics probably wasn't worth knowing. I 
could care less what we call them, but the first is proper for the males and the second is proper 
for the females. Not only is this typical of most wild populations, anything that helps to 
distinguish the sexes should be promoted. Also, while some populations have males and 
females with the same type of wattle, I don't believe any have tucked males and hung females. 
The present mixture of characteristics is a result of captive mixing of races and subspecies and 
a historic desire (when all guinea fowl were marketed as guinea hens) to have the sexes 
resemble each other as closely as possible. I don’t think that is something we want to promote. 

As a result of the above and since I believe some of your disqualifications are a shade 
strong, I propose the following changes to the defects and disqualifications sections. 

Defects 

♦ underdeveloped crown 

♦ cocks with tucked wattles 

♦ hens with hung or cupped wattles 

♦ mismatched wattles on birds of either sex to be considered a serious defect 

♦ black flecking on white guinea fowl. Note: This is fairly common on the necks of some 
strains. 

♦ one or more white feathers in any section of the plumage of a colored guinea fowl. 

♦ one or more colored feathers in any section of the plumage of a white guinea fowl

Disqualifications 

♦ more than two white flights in the wings of any colored guinea fowl 

♦ more than two colored or partially colored flights in the wings of any white guinea fowl 

♦ foreign colored feathers on any guinea fowl to the extent that the integrity of the pattern is 
impaired, i.e. approaching pied or white fronted. 

Also, we might call the “crown" or “horn" the helmet since that is why they are called 
Helmeted Guinea Fowl. 

I think my proposals are reasonable but perhaps I should take time to explain my 
reasoning. While I believe a guinea fowl standard should promote the typical in wattles and 
other characteristics, I don't believe we should unduly penalize the natural. Even mismatched 
wattles, given the historical situation, are undesirable but not unnatural. 

My proposals for feather color run along the same line. Also the APA recognition is long 
overdue and actually has the potential to bring some “new” fanciers into the fold. We should 
promote quality in guinea fowl but not discourage new folks unnecessarily. Therefore, I would 
disqualify only the most extreme cases. Nor do I intend to discriminate against white guineas. 
In more than two years (OK, almost 50) with guinea fowl, I hav^ yet to see a completely non- 
whitr flight feather on a white bird. What color there is is often found in the secondaries and is 
very obvious on an open wing, while white flights on colored birds are usually completely white 
but primarily at the end of the wing and not nearly as noticeable. 

Please find enclosed my $10.00 membership and $25.00 toward the qualifying meet. I’m 
poor and don’t want to hog this; but if we need more when the time comes, please let me know.

Enclosed are copies of e-mail responses that I received from Sam Brush and Pat 
Malone regarding Draft #1 of the proposed Standard of Perfection for Guinea Fowl. 

They both make essentially the same points—and their points are well taken. In 
a couple of instances in our thinking, we did fail to comply with the procedures 
called for in the APfi's By-Laws. Nothing that can't be corrected, however. 

In an effort to get back on track as quickly as possible, I sent an e-mail apology 
to Walt Leonard (with copies to Sam Brush and Pat Malone) and the Standard of Per¬ 
fection committee as soon as I finished reading the responses from Sam and Pat. A 
copy of my letter to Walt Leonard is also enclosed. 

In order to assist the Standard of Perfection committee to prepare a formal proposal 
to the APA's Board of Directors at the semi-annual in Forth Worth in March 2002, 
we should, I think, send a letter to Walt Leonard, before the end of January, in 
which we specifically articulate our point of view on the several questions/concerns 
raised by Sam and Pat in their responses to Draft #1. 

We, as a committee, have to adopt an official position on these and other matters— 

(1) "group Guineas in with Turkeys or in a separate division" 

I think Guineas have to be in a separate division. They are, after all, a 
distinct species and can not appropriately be classed with anything else. 

Chickens, Ducks, Geese, Turkeys, Guineas—five distinct species. 

(2) "whether or not to regard Guineas as domestic fowl" 

Yes, by all means, regard them as domestic fowl. They have been domesticated in 
Western Europe for over 500 years. 

(3) "need for amplified standard description for lavender and white Guineas" —Sam 
Brush's suggestion. I'm not sure how much amplification we need. Perhaps all 
we have to do is to re-format what we have. I note, for example, in the current 
APA American .. Standard of Perfection that the feather pattern for Campines is only 
given once—under "Silver," with a note under "Golden" that says □ . . the feather 
pattern is identical in Silver and Golden Campines, with the exception ^hat the 
white in Silver Campines is replaced with golden bay in the Golden Campines. Black 
markings are the same in both." 

(4) "judqing instructions/are the birds to be handled"—issue raised by Pat. 

We specifically address this question in Draft #1. Perhaps Pat didn't see our 
comments on this issue when he looked over the proposed Standard? 

(5) Qualifications of judges—This is a question that we covered in the motion that 
was made, seconded, and carried at the General Membership meeting in Nebraska 

in November. Judges for the qualifying meet for Guinea Fowl will be chosen from 
among those APA-licensed judges who have raised Guinea Fowl and who have attended 
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a seminar on judging Guinea Fowl sponsored by the Guinea Fowl project group. 

(6) The second sentence of Article VI, Section 1 of the APA's By-Laws will have 
to be revised to read— 

"It (the Am erican Standard of Perfection ) shall be the official Standard for 
judging Large Chickens, Bantams, Ducks, Geese, Turkeys, and Guinea Fowl at 
all official American Poultry Association shows." 


In this same letter that I think we should send to Walt Leonard before the end of 
January 2002, we should also present for the consideration of the Standard of Per¬ 
fection committee a list of five or six shows where we think a successful qualifying 
meet for Guinea Fowl might possibly take place. We should also present for the 
consideration of the Standard of Perfection committee a list of judges (three or 
four perhaps) who we believe would be good candidates to judge the qualifying meet, 
wherever the Standard of Perfection committee decides it should take place. 

Without a formal proposal at Fort Worth by Walt Leonard's Standard of Perfection 
committee regarding the proposed admission of Guinea Fowl to the American Standard 
of Perfection , it seems highly doubtful that we will be able to hold a qualifying 
meet in 2002 for pearl, lavender, and white Guinea Fowl. 

When I first read Sam's and Pat's responses to the work that we have done thus far 
(I can tell the two of you, in confidence), I felt like someone had just punched us 
(Romig/Perrin/Powell) in the stomach. But I have since regained my composure, and I 
continue to believe that we're in good shape. To date, as far as I know, no one has 
said that we're way off base in what we have created as a standard of perfection for 
Guinea Fowl. The suggested corrections/improvements that have been offered thus far 
will be easy to incorporate into Draft #2 (which we will make available to all in¬ 
terested persons in early February). 

Our objective for the next several weeks is to get our ideas together on what we 
will say to our letter to Walt Leonard. We also have to work on getting affidavits 
from not less than five breeders who have raised pearl, lavender, and white Guinea 
Fowl for not less than five years. We also need certificates showing that two or 
more specimens have been exhibited in each class—cocks, hens, cockerels, pullets— 
at APA-sanctioned shows during the past two years. And, of course, we have to get 
$150 together. All of that has to be accomplished before the APA semi-annual, 

March 15-17, in Fort Worth. 

I'm confident we can do it.

Regarding the Guinea Fowl recognition endeavors, there are several 
things that 

need coordination. My understanding is that Lorna Rhodes 

forwarded the 

forms 

to Rev. Romig recently, so I'm assuming that part of the process will 
begin. 

Recall you've gotten a positive response from the board earlier to 
proceed, 

but really nothing formal has occurred yet. Apparently Al Watts 
mentioned 

somewhere along the line that recognition of the Guinea Fowl may 
require some 

APA bylaw changes, since Section I of ARTICLE VI in the bylaws 

states 

that "It 
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[=the Standard of Perfection] shall be the official Standard for 
judging of 

Large Chickens, Bantams and Ducks, Geese and Turkeys at all 

official 

American 

Poultry Association shows." I presume that because the Guineas are 
a 

distinct 

species, it is interpreted as needing a change here. I've spoken with 
Pat 

about this, and his feeling is that the Standard Committee needs to 
present a 

more formal proposal to the Board at Fort Worth, with more specifics 
about 

recognition, how we would propose to categorize the Guineas, and so 
forth. 

For example, they are obviously landfowl, but do we group them in 

with 

the 

Turkeys or do we have a separate division for them like the Turkeys? 
We 

probably also need to somehow make the case that they deserve 
recognition as 

"domestic fowl" whereas pheasants, peafowl and others are still 

beyond 

the 




loop. One of the concerns lurking somewhere may be that this would 
open the 

door for proposals by all these other groups for recognition. 

I will confer a bit with Standard Committee Chairman Walt Leonard, 

and 

see 

what he feels would be the next best step on our part, but it would 
appear 

that we need to be working up a more formal committee proposal, 
and 

determine 

if a bylaw change is needed so we can get that rolling as well if 

deemed 

necessary. 

I have looked over the proposed Standard you sent. Most of it looks 
good so 

far. My suggestions would be: 

Scale of Points - it would seem desirable to have the Scale of Points 
more in 

line with those for other birds, and not quite as simplistic as 
outlined. I 

think the points generally put the emphasis in the right places, but if 



could be presented more like the Turkeys, with points for shape and 
color in 

appropriate sections, that might be better. I'm playing with a small 
spreadsheet to see if I can come up with something for you to 
consider. 

You 

can tell it is early -1 was chuckling at the thought of putting 5 
points down 

for a strong and distinctive call! 

While you have presented short synopses for the Lavender and 

White 

varieties, 

those probably will need to be amplified to a somewhat duplicative 
format that 

lists the appropriate sections with colors, etc. This would be 
something like 

the various Turkey varieties, where little changes between them but 
the 

plumage description. 

Under the Pearl color description for legs and toes, I'm just not a fan 
of the 

word "swarthy" which the ABA and Frank Gary adopted for several 
purposes, 

primarily as a surrogate for "dusky" that the APA uses liberally. 
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Swarthy 

always reminds me of links to a human complexion, while dusky is a 
very 

commonly used term in ornithological writing and descriptions. I 
prefer to 

see "dusky" if we can swing it. 

Finally, with all due respect for your GF group, it is the role of the 
Standard Committee to select the qualifying meet judges, so your 
proclamation 

that it will be Rev. Romig and Curtis Oakes was a concern, although 

one 

of 

them might end up doing it. It's just pro forma, but their 
recommendation to 

place the birds at a qualifying meet might best be done in the form of 
a 

proposal to Walt at this point rather than presenting it as set in 
stone. 

Actually I would think that Reverend Romig might prefer to show 

some 

Guinea 

Fowl and avoid any possible suggestion that his placements or 
recommendations 

might be biased toward the Guineas because of his strong 


involvement 






with the 

group seeking recognition. Just a thought given some of the negative 
comments 

we eventually heard about the Cuckoo Dorking qualifying meet (i.e. 
letting 

them in when a majority of the birds were pretty sorry Dorkings). 

I'm also working on the response to Don Krahe - dug up some good 
illustrations 

from the 20's and scanned them. Will copy you on what I send him. 

I'm 

not 

sure that his logic is correct, and in fact the older Standards 
indicated with 

a note that the Standard Penciled Hamburg varieties required double 
mating! I 

plan on touching base with several others who might have experience 
or 

views 

on the topics - Karen Wickstrom raises them, Gordon Ridler might 
know 

something about them, and I've already spoken briefly with Edgar 

Petty 

on the 

genetics aspects. We'll see. Every illustration I have found of real 






feathers shows the dark bars wider, and I suspect that the reference 
to 

"finely and distinctly penciled" in the text speaks more to the 
demarcation of 

the feathers than it does to the relative widths of the light and black 
bars. 

If you look at plate 73, I think that framers of the Standard v*ould 
have 

viewed those as pretty similar in relative width, and their concern 
might have 

been more for distinctiveness of the barring. 

More later - time to toss sor. feed.

Dear Mr. Leonard: 

At the APA semiannual meet at Wapakoneta, OH, in March 2001, the Rev. Roland 
Romig, Don Perrin, and 1 (1) formed an ad hoc committee whose goal is to have 
Guinea Fowl admitted to die American Standard of Perfection (ASOP), and (2) 
conducted a meeting of those persons who are interested in seeing Guinea Fowl 
admitted to the ASOP. Present at the meeting were the Rev. Roland Romig, Don 
Perrin, Sam Brush, Robert Rhodes, Danny Padgett, Chris McGeorge, George 
Schroeder, Ruth Binkley, Jonathan Romig, Jeffrey Romig, and S. Robert Powell. 

At Wapakoneta, we learned that there is a lot of interest in/support for this project. 
Accordingly, in the past nine months, the committee drafted a proposed standard 
for pearl, lavender, and white Guinea Fowl and sent, in mid-December 2001, a 
copy of the first draft of this proposed standard to known Guinea Fowl breeders 
and exhibitors in North America and asked for their comments. (1 will send to you 
later today, via the USPS, a copy of this mailing piece.) 

Copies of this first draft of the proposed standard of perfection for pearl, lavender, 
and white Guinea Fowl were also sent, for review and comments, to Pat Malone 
and Sam Brush, both of whom carefully reviewed our proposed standard and 
offered helpful suggestions as to how the proposed standard might be strengthened. 

In reading the e-mail responses from Pat and Sam to this first draft, I was horrified 
and embarrassed to learn that the Guinea Fowl committee has not followed 
appropriate APA procedures in two important ways: (1) location of the qualifying 
meet, and (2) judges for the qualifying meet 

In the fourth paragraph of the cover letter that went out with draft #1 of the 
proposed standard, we state: 





"As we see it now, the qualifying meet for pearl, lavender, and white Guinea Fowl 
will take place at a fall show in 2002. Several locations have been proposed for the 
qualifying meet for these three varieties: Richmond, Bath, Bloomsburg, Lucasville, 
and Columbus. Nothing definite yet on location. We’re still talking about shows as 
possible hosts for the qualifying meet. Please tell us what your first two choices 
are for a possible site for this qualifying meet which, very probably, will be team- 
judged by the Rev. Romig and Curtis Oakes. Also, please tell us how many pearl, 
lavender, and white Guinea Fowl you would be able to show at this qualifying 
meet." 

Please accept our apologies for these procedural errors. In saying what we did, I 
can assure you that it was not our intention to disregard or to usurp two of the 
specific responsibilities of the APA's Standard of Perfection Committee. The 
procedural errors happened only because we did not remember what is so clearly 
stated in the first sentence of Article VI, Section 2(e) of the APA's By-Laws. 

When all is said and done, I honestly believe that we went astray in these two 
instances because we were trying to be as helpful as possible to the APA and the 
Standard of Perfection Committee by taking care of as many details as possible in 
the process of admitting new breeds and varieties (in this case, a new species) to 
the American Standard of Perfection. 

The Guinea Fowl breeders and exhibitors of North America are excited by the 
possibility that Guinea Fowl may one day be admitted to the American Standard of 
Perfection. As we work our way through this admission process, we look forward 
to and will rely on your guidance and direction.

Standard of Perfection 

Helmeted Guinea Fowl 

(Numida meleagris) 


Guinea Fowl, which are native to Africa, v/ere domesticated there more than 4,000 years ago by 
the Egyptians. The ancient Greeks and Romans acquired domesticated Guineas from both the 
East and West coasts of Africa and blended the two. They then featured them prominently in 
their gardens and aviaries. At the same time, they regarded Guinea Fowl as a table delicacy. 

The Romans spread Guinea Fowi across Europe. With the fall of the Roman Empire, however, 
Guinea Fowl appear to have disappeared from northern and western Europe. In the 15th 
century, Portuguese traders introduced wild Guinea Fowl from West Africa into Europe and 
Guinea Fowl were again domesticated. They have been a popular domestic fowl ever since. 

Guinea Fowl appear in Greek mythology: When Meleager, who succeeded in killing the 
Calydonian boar, was killed, his sisters Deianira (wife of Hercules) and Gorge were put to death 
and turned into Guinea Fowl by Artemis. The tears that they shed showered their sable plumage 
with white spots. Dionysus pleaded with Artemis to undo her work, and the sisters were 
returned to their human form. 


Judging Guinea Fowl 

The correct age and gender classifications for Guinea Fowl in poultry shows are cock, hen, 
cockerel, and pullet. Judges are required to remove Guinea Fowl from their cages during 
judging. The owners of the birds on exhibition should be available to assist the judge, if 
necessary, in handling the birds. Judges should keep in mind that a female Guinea Fowl in 
heavy production may have faded leg color. Duck foot can occur in Guinea Fowl and judges are 
advised to be on the lookout for it and to disqualify any bird with a duck foot. 

To the untrained eye and from the aisle, it is not always an easy matter to determine the gender 
of Guinea Fowl. The calls made by adult birds are very useful in distinguishing the sexes. 
Guinea Fowl males utter a one-syllable call, usually repeated several times in succession: chit, 
chit, chit ; females utter a two-syllable call, usually repeated several times in succession (“buck¬ 
wheat, buck-wheat, buck-wheat, buck-wheat”). A Guinea Fowl chick is properly refeired to as a 
keet. 
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Standard Weights 


Cock..4.0 pounds

Weight is a breed characteristic. Any Guinea Fowl that deviates more than 20% either up or 
down from the weights listed above shall be disqualified from exhibition. For all Guinea Fowl, 
there is a 1-point cut for each 1/4 pound underweight. There is no point cut for the first 1/4 
pound overweight, but there is a l-po;nt cut for each 1/4 pound thereafter. 


Defects 

Under-developed helmet 

Mismatched wattles: one tucked (carried flat, laterally, close to the side of the throat) and 
one cupped (concave, carried at a 90-degree angle to the side of the head) on young birds 
of either sex 

A white feather in any section of the plumage of a colored Guinea Fowl 
A colored feather in any section of the plumage of a white Guinea Fowl 
Black flecking or a yellow cast to the plumage of a white Guinea Fowl is a serious defect. 


Disqualifications 


One or more white primaries or secondaries in any colored Guinea Fowl 
One or more colored primaries or secondaries in any white Guinea Fowl 
Mismatched wattles: one tucked (carried flat, laterally, close to the side of the throat) and 
one cupped (concave, carried at a 90-degree angle to the side of the head) on adult birds 
of either sex 


Shape 


Male 


HEAD: Short and broad, topped with a triangular-shaped helmet, which slopes slightly down¬ 
ward at the rear. The area between the nostrils and the front of the helmet is flat. The 
face, back of the head, and the upper neck are devoid of feathers. At the back of the head, 
however, starting at the base of the helmet, there is a narrow band of hair-like plumage, 
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pointing upward, that runs down the back of the head and neck to the hackle feathers. 
This band of hair-like plumage gets wider as it approaches and connects to the hackle. 
NOSTRILS '. Prominent; a narrow band of thick skin crosses the bridge of the nose between the 
wattles. 

BEAK: Short, stout, and well curved. 

EYES: Large, round, very alert; lashes-even, prominent, well formed 
WATTLES: Stiff, wide, smooth, and free from folds or wrinkles. Both wattles cupped 
(concave and carried at a 90-degree angle to the side of the head). 

NECK: Lower neck and hackle covered with small, fine, and narrow feathers. 

BREAST: Well rounded and prominent, carried above horizontal, and curving in an unbroken 
line to the hocks. 

BACK: Very broad and sloping in a descending curve from the base of the neck to the tip o. the 
tail. When showing, the carriage of the Guinea Fowl is upright. 

WINGS: Large, wide, and strong, well tucked-in. No points will be deducted for pinioned 
wings. 

BODY: Fairly long, deep, well rounded, and solid. 

TAIL: Relatively short and carried low 

THIGHS: Medium in length, lower thigh not visible from the aisle 

SHANKS and TOES: Shanks relatively short and not feathered; feet with four straight, well 
spread, and strong toes. Males and females are both without spurs. 

Female 

Same as male, except that the female's helmet is smaller than that of the male, whose helmet is 
more elongated and broader at the rear than the female's. The nostrils on the female Guinea 
Fowl are less prominent than on the male. The wattles on the female Guinea Fowl can be either 
tucked (carried flat, laterally, close to the side of the throat) or cupped (concave and carried at a 
90-degree angle to the side of the head). When showing, the carriage of the Guinea Fowl is 
upright, although the female Guinea Fowl's stance is not as upright as that of the male.

Plumage is blue-gray throughout, generously and regularly marked with pearl-like white 
spots or wavy bars of white, depending on the section of the bird in question. The largest and 
most circular pearls on the bird appear in the fluff feathers at the rear of the bird. The general 



impression is one of a spotted gray bird. Undercolor is dark slate. Indistinct barring and/or 
indistinct pearls in the wings is a defect. 

BEAK: Reddish-horn, darker at the base 

EYES: Dark brown or black 

EtELMET: Light brown, nearly black in young birds 

WATTLES: Coral red, some white on underside of male wattles and at the outer top o 

female wattles is permissible. . - 

HEAD: A crescent-shaped patch of featherless bluish-white skm beginning in front of the eyes 
and extending back to the band of hair-like plumage at the back of the neck, covers the 
side of the face. Bluish-black skin covers the remainder of the head, neck, mid th , 
down to the hackle-except for the horn and the immediate area around its base. The area 
from the base of the beak to the base of the helmet is coral red, matching the color of 

HACKLE: The hackle and the front of the lower neck show fine, blue-gray feathers without 
pearls or bars. When seen in sunlight, these feathers show some iridescence. 

BACK: The back and shoulders are bluish-gray, with small pearls, which increase in size as 

one approaches the tail. . 

TAIL: The tail and coverts are bluish-gray, showing well rounded pearls. 

BREAST: The breast and lower body are bluish-gray, with good-sized and well-rounded pearls 

WINGS "primaries ; Upper web is light bluish-gray, marked primarily with parallel wavy bars of 
white on the inner primaries, and pearls in rows on the outer primaries. Lowerwebis 
marked with pearls at regular intervals. Secondaries: Outer edge of upper and lower webs 
marked with regular partem of short parallel white bars; central part of each feather is 

marked by three to five longitudinal rows of pearls. , 

LEGS and TOES: Dark slate, mottled with dusky orange. Judges should keep m mind that a 
female Guinea Fowl in heavy production may have faded leg color. 

Lavender 

The pattern is identical to that of the Pearl, the ground color of the plumage is light gray, or 
lavender. Shanks and toes are light gray to orange. Indistinct barring and/or indistinct pearls in 

the wing feathers is a defect. 

White 

Plumage is pure white throughout all sections on ideal specimens, ■nbothmale and female. 
Black hair feathers on the lower neck and hackle, however, are acceptable, but not preferred. 
Black flecking or a yellow cast to the plumage is a serious defect. Shanks and toes are orange; 
spotty shanks and toes are a defect. The eyes are light bay to brown.
